CHARGE AJIT SINGH. SINGH SAID HE FULLY UNDERSTOOD AND APPRECIATED 
US POSITION ON PUERTO RICO. HE WNT ON TO SAY THAT DURING 
NONALIGNED CONFERENCE COORDINATING COMMITTEE MEETING IN NEW YORK 
DISCUSSION OF AGENDA ITEM CONCERNING PUERTO RICO, CUBANS 
DEMANDED EXTREME LANGUAGE, INCLUDING PHRASES SUCH AS "PUERTO 
RICO IS AN URGENT, SERIOUS PROBLEM WHICH REQUIRES 

IMMEDIATE SOLUTION." ACCORDING TO SINGH, IT WAS YUGOSLAVS, 

SUPPORTED BY INDIA AND MALAYSIA, WHO REFUSED TO ACCEPT 
EXTREME LANGUAGE. 

2. SPECULATING ON NONALIGNED SUMMIT IN SRI LANKA, SINGH 
DOUBTED SUMMIT COULD ACCEPT ANYTHING LESS ON PUERTO RICO THAN 
CAME OUT OF LIMA CONFERENCE. HE ALSO FELT SURE CUBANS 
WOULD AGAIN INSIST ON EXTREME LANGUAGE. HE FELT, HOWEVER, 

RESULT WOULD BE A COMPROMISE NEARLY IDENTICAL 
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WITH LANGUAGE FROM LIMA CONFERENCE. 
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
